More Students 
Take Co,urses 
About Russia 



In response to a demand r.efiect 
ing the present-day role of the 
Soviet Union in world af/airs, a 
record number of colleges and uni 
vcrsitlcs throughout the United 
States arc offering courses in Bus 
sian hijtory and tho-Rustian - Ian' 
guagc this fall. Institutions in all 
sections of the country feiiort that 
student interest in sueh-e^;rses ii 
greater than ever before. ' 

An indication of the remarkable 
growth in the study of the Russian 
language is afforded by a compari 
son of pre-war with current fig- 
ures. At the time of fearl Harbor 
nineteen American Institutions ot 
higher learning offered courses In 
Russian. This fail the number is 
110. About forty institutions pro- 
vide work in Russian history with 
out offering the language. Thus 
ISO colleges and universities give 
courses in this field. 

Educators arc convinced that this 
interest in' the Slavic tongue Is not 
a temporary, wartime product 
Since V-J Day there has been a 
growth of 3S per cent. In the num- 
ber of Institutions offering the 
Russian language. Ten colleges and 
five large universities plan to in- 
stitute courses ' in Russlay some 
time this fall. Instruction is offered 
to more students today than at the 
height of the Army and Navy 
programs; approximately 25,000 
Americans arc studying Russian, in 
schools and colleges.

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Fire Prevention Week Recalls 
Former Disasters at McGill 



This' being (Ire prevention week 
In Canada, It Is appropriate to 
glance - oyer .McOill's record and 
see ^how' f ires, which might have 
been" prevented, have caused con- 
siderable . damage to buildings, 
have ' destroyed invaluable docu- 
ments, and for a time threatened 
to diminish the university. 

April, 1B07, was truly" a disas- 
trous month for McGill. Within 
eleveH days of each other, two fires 
broke out,' one destroying the Mac- 
donald Engineering 4BuUdin'8S, the 
other the McGill Medïraî^School 
and Museum. 

At H a.m. April 15, 1907, flames 
were suddenly discovered shooting 
out of the' Engineering Building, 
the alarm- was given, but by the 
tiipe tho fire engines arrived, the 
strong wind had spread the flames 
throughout the building. However 
the firemen did a marvelous job 
of ravins tlie Worltn-.an Buildins 
which was threatened ssvcral 
times by fhmcs. It took the Fire 
Department 2 hours to bring 4hc 
fire under control, but by that 
time the root and walls had col- 
lapsed, and almost all of the bUild- 
■ \ 



ing except the ground floor was 
totally destroyed. All, that is, ex- 
cept the exam paperr,, which some 
professor had removed from the 
building previously, perhaps from 
Intuition. • 

An inquiry later disclosdd ' the 
fact that the night watchman who 
was always In charge of this build 
ing, was ill that night and he had 
found no one to take his place. 
The origin of the fire was never 
known, but one' could hot help 
feeling that if a nightwatchman had 
been at his post cs usual, the fire 
might have been prevented, or at 
least stopped In time. 

On April 26, 1907, another fire 
hit McGill, this, time destroying 
the Medical Building, one of the 
best equipped In America. The 
results of thii ffre were most disss 
troiiE, for In addition to the usual 
equipment, the Mu:cum, one of th 
best on the continent was destroy 
cd. 

. This fire -also broke out early 
In the morning, aiid a passerby 
gave the alrm and awoke the JanI 
toi*. Soon the fire was pretty well

Those Canadians lucky enough to 
be Included In the exchange quota 
win pay only their fare to Europe 
and back, since they will be guests 
of the Netherlands . goNrernment 
and students. 

Canada is closely connected 
with the freedom of The Nether- 
lands, and Canadians are cherished 
In the hearts of Dutchmen," said 
Mr. jSaogma. "We feel that friend- 
ships established during . the war 
should be extended and firinly ce- 
mented, because In the world of 
today a bond of friendship l>e- 
twecn two countries is really 
worth something. We would like 
to do something in return for all 
the aid you have given us and that 
is the reason we extend this invi- 
tation to your students."

A revitalizing of the College of 
Arts nnd Sciences at Rutgers Uni- 
versity to meet an increasing de- 
mand for liberal education, and n 
revised educational policy al 

Brown University aiming for a 
compromise between the elective 
system and the fixed curriculum, 
have been announced. 

Dean Harry Goddard Owen of thu 
College of Arts and Sciences at 
Rutgers University reports that the 
program at the college this fall is 
centered about the restoration of 
the humanities to their full im- 
portance and the further develop- 
ment of the sciences "which gen- 
erally speaking, were kept healthy 
during tho war.V .■ 

"Present enrollment In tho college 
and our estimated registratlonis for 
next year indicate that the war has 
increased interest In truly liberal 
education," Dean Owen said. "Col- 
lege students, -and particularly the 
veterans, are moro awaro than 
ever that they must have a fully 
rounded education .to understand 
the ' prolilems of our democracy, 
which many of them were called 
upon to defend, and the workings 
of international orgmlza^on which 
they must help perfect."

. must realize that there arc always some mis- 
guided souls who seek for the first crack in the 
bastion against dictatorship and totalitarianism 
to infiltrate and take advantage of our weak- 
nesses. If we arc to insure our democracy 
against such infiltration it is both desirable and 
necessary that wo >make democracy a living 
thing— that we practice it by action and not 
' merely by words;^ ^"/^ J? "^^

bachelor degrees will be required 
to complete freshman English, two 
years of a foreign language and two 
years each in the humanities- lit- 
erature, art, music and philosophy 
—the sciences' and< social studies, 
in addition to required work in 
their .chosen, field. .
